To the Inhabitants of the Town of Freedom in the 
County of Carroll in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at The Freedom Town 
Hall in said Town on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, next 
at 9 A.M. of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. Tochoose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$16,150.00 to defray Town charges as listed: 

A. Town Officers salaries - $4,150.00 

B. Town Officers expenses - $5,000.00 

C. Elections & Registrations - $2,000.00 

D. Town Hall expenses - $5,000.00 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$500.00 for the use of hydrants and appropriate money for 
the same. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 


$3,200.00 for street lights and appropriate money for the 
same. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$5,500.00 for general expenses of the highway department 
and appropriate money for the same. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$3,100.00 for the Public Library, $1,800.00 to be used by the 
Trustees and $1,300.00 for maintenance. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$20,000.00 for winter highways and appropriate money for 
the same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,200.00 for town needy and appropriate money for the 
same. | 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$6,000.00 for insurance and appropriate money for the 
same. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$700.00 for old age assistance and appropriate money for 
the same. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$200.00 to help defray the expenses of Old Home Week 
Celebration and Memorial Day and appropriate money for 
the same. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$18,000.00 for summer highways and appropriate money 
for the same. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$4,000.00 for maintaining the town dump and appropriate 
money for the same. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$105.00 for the Lakes Region for the purpose of publicizing 
and Promoting the natural advantages and resources for 
the Town in cooperation with other towns in the Lakes 
Region and appropriate money for the same. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,800.00 for interest on short term notes and appropriate 
money for the same. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,500.00 for social security and appropriate money for the 
same. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$250.00 for share of Ossipee Valley Mutual Aid Association 
and appropriate money for the same. 


19.. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$4,200.00 for maintenance of the Fire Department and 
appropriate money for the same. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$241.58 to assist the Carroll County Mental Health Agency 
and appropriate money for the same. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$84.00 toward the support of North Conway Child and 
Youth project and appropriate money for the same. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,800.00 to paint the exterior of the Town Hall and the roof 
and appropriate money for the same. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$888.45 for Class five roads and appropriate money for the 
same. 


24. To see if the Town will vote, in conjunction with 
other Towns, to authorize the Selectmen to negotiate a 3 or 
29 year agreement or contract with Lord’s Ambulance 
Service to provide Ambulance Service for the Town of 
Freedom and appropriate the sum of $2,300.00 as the first 
of 3 or 5 annual payments. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$775.00 for the Home Health Care Agency and appropriate 
money for the same. 


26. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$5,200.00 for a new Sander and authorize the Selectmen to 
pay this sum from the Revenue Sharing Fund. 


27. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,500.00 for the Freedom Conservation Commission and 
appropriate money for the same. 


28. To see if the Town will vote that prior to con- 
struction to repair of all septic systems, The Freedom 
Planning Board will have final Approval, and also in- 
crease the minimum distance of all leach fields to 125’ 
from Lakes, Streams and other bodies of water, unless a 
variance is granted by the Planning Board. 


29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Planning Board to limit new Construction to one single 
dwelling on a 40,000 square foot and under Lot. This will be 
the criteria for the Planning Board Action on such matters 
until a Plan For Freedom’s Growth is accepted by the 
Town. 


30. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$200.00 to be given as a donation and divided between 
North Conway Hospital and Huggins Hospital and ap- 
propriate money for the same. 


31. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$150,000.00 for a municipal building, consisting of Fire 
Department and Highway Department, this money to be 
paid on a long term note. If this item is voted favorable, 
authorize the selectmen to borrow such sum of money. 

NOTE: This article will be on the Ballot. 


32. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$11,900.00 for the Police Department and appropriate 
money for the same. 


33. To see if the Town will vote to raise $500.00 to 
correct the septic system in the Town Hall and appropriate 
money for the same. 


34. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not to exceed $7,500.00 for the purchase of a Dodge 
three quarter ton pickup truck for highway and other 
usage, money to come from the Revenue Sharing Fund. 


35. To ask the voters of the Town to limit the work 
week to forty hours per week as this will save $5,000.00 per 
year, except in emergency, the selectmen to decide the 
issue. 


36. To ask the voters of the Town to Appropriate the 
sum of $450.00 to have a Dry-hydrant installed in the mill 
pond, work can be done by the Soil Conservation Depart- 
ment of Conway. 


37. Tosee if the Town will vote to require the approval 
or disapproval of all articles in the town warrant by 
written ballot. 


38. To see if the Town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting and appropriate money to cover the 
expense of such audit. 


39. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


40. To see if the Town will vote to create a special 
committee to be known as a regional refuse disposal 
planning committee, consisting of three members ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen. The committee will join with the 
similar committees of Tamworth, Madison, Ossipee and 
Effingham to form a regional refuse disposal planning 
board. The board will study the advisability of establishing 
a regional refuse disposal district, and also ways of 
organization, operation and control of such a district, and 


the methods of selecting, constructing, maintaining and 
operating a refuse disposal system and/or facility to 
serve the needs of the district. Said Board or Committee 
shall report their findings and give their recommendations 
to the Selectmen of each and every Town involved on or 
before January 15, 1978. 


41. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$200.00 to defray the expenses of the Town’s three member 
refuse disposal committee and appropriate money for the 
same. 


42. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
FREEDOM CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Freedom Conservation Commission has continued 
to study the natural resources (water, land and air) in our 
beautiful town. Our work now clearly indicates, that our 
water, land and air, as well as our aesthetic beauty are 
being changed and damaged at an alarming rate. This 
deterioration must be dealt with promptly, or Freedom 
will be faced with the same fate, of many other towns, that 
were small in population a few years ago and now have 
grown large. Malcolm Taylor Executive Secretary of All 
Conservation Commissions in a letter to us states, ‘‘I share 
your concern for hap-hazard and poor planned growth in 
N.H. It poses one of the most serious and of late the most 
expensive mistakes a community, can make.” 


Following are two examples of the deterioration of our 
towns natural resources. 


1. The tests showing human fecal matter in Cold Brook 
and Square Brook etc. as reported by Richard Flanders at 
the Public Meeting, held in the Town Hall on Nov. 17th has 
very serious implications. 


2. It is strongly indicated that some previous, present 
and planned future development, as well as other land use 
in our town will prove to be extremely costly in the future. 


Mr. Haine of the Soil Conservation Service stated 
publicly following a study of our soil data that, ‘“‘It appears 
that his soil data is apparently not being used anywhere 
near as much as it should be in making decisions about 
developments and land use.”’ 


The commission in conjunction with the Selectmen 
and Planning Board have included several articles in the 
warrant as starting steps in correcting the deterioration of 
Freedom’s Resources. 
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The Freedom voters will have to approve any and all 
corrective action, hence we urge everyone to support the 
articles in the warrant as well as for each voter to spend 
time with your commission members in learning about 
planning for growth in Freedom. 


Further the commission urges you to use the ‘‘Nature 
Trail’’ opened in July 1976.

BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


The Bicentennial year has ended, as well as the 
programs and projects of the Freedom Bicentennial 
Committee. As an officially recognized Bicentennial 
Community, Freedom has endeavored to do its part in 
celebrating a proud heritage. 


In addition to those activities reported in the 1975 
‘‘Town Report’’, the following activities were enjoyed by 
all in 1976: 


Reading of the Proclamation; Conestoga Wagon and 
Scroll; Receiving of the Bicentennial Flag; Movie 
presentation - ‘‘These United States’’; Old Fashioned 
‘‘Sugaring Off Party’’; Dutchmaid Fashion Show and 
Dessert; ‘‘House and Garden Show’’; Presentation of 
the Bicentennial Flag to Camp Robin Hood from 
Freedom, in memory of Andrew Friedman; ‘2nd 
Annual Arts and Crafts Fair’’; July 4th - Celebration - 
Colonial Church Service, Youth Park and Conservation 
Nature Trail Dedication; ‘‘International Buffet Din- 
ner’’; Veterans Memorial, placed in front of Library; 
Dating of Old Homes and placement of Street Signs; 
presentation of Laurel Wreaths on Memorial Day at 
Monuments. 


Because of our efforts to refurbish the Town Hall, we 
were awarded matching funds in the amount of $1,000 (a 
Federal Grant of $500 and a State Grant of $500). As a 
result of the review procedure, the New Hampshire State 
Historic Preservation Office has determined that the 
Town Hall is eligible for listing in the National Register of 
Historic Places. Of this, we are justifiably proud.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND 
TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry 
Department has recognized the fact that forest fire 
prevention and suppression is a joint state and town or city 
responsibility. Local authorities recommend names of 
persons to the State Forester, who appoints one person as 
town or city fire warden and several other persons as town 
or city deputy fire wardens toa three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all 
outside fires, when the ground is not covered with snow, by 
issuing a written permit for kindling a fire. Permits are 
only issued at such times and in such places as the fire 
warden deems as Safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest 
fire organization in modern forest fire prevention and 
suppression tactics. The State also provides backup 
personnel and equipment for suppression and prevention 
activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted 
in one of the smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the 
United States for the past 20 years.

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POLICE REPORT 1977 


Freedom being a small rural community, has not in 
the past had the social and legal problems prevalent in the 
cities and larger towns in our area. This does not mean 
that we are without problems. Now, we are a growing 
community. 


Since June of 1976, when Jim Brown and I assumed the 
responsibility of the Freedom Police Department, we have 
been actively involved with most of the problems of a 
community our size. We have responded to and dealt with 
36 breaking and entering cases - most of which were 
summer cottages, 21 motor vehicle accidents, 9 domestic 
disturbances, 2 runaways, 15 medical emergencies, 34 
emergency messages, and7 alarms. In the area of traffic 
control we issued 18 summons and 84 warnings. 


In the course of our job we have covered roughly 24,000 
miles in Freedom. We have had adequate support from the 
Carroll County Sheriff’s Department and the NH State 
Police. 


Even though we don’t have the magnitude of problems 
of other areas, we need to keep a check on the situation. 
Jim and I have done our best to satisfy you, the people of 
Freedom. With your support and suggestions we can 
continue to grow in the secure and productive manner that 
is sO common place in Freedom.
